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U.S, VETOES SECURITY COUNCIL LEBANON RESOLUTION

[Text] United Nationa, Jun 26 (XINHUA) == The United States today vetoed a resolution 
demanding the immediate and simultaneous withdrawal of the Iaraeli and the Palestinian 
Armed forces from Beirut and the areas around it. The resolution was put to vote after 
a fulleday intensive consultations among the council's members yesterday. 


The United States has all along been supporting the laraeli armed aggression against 
Lebanon and is reported to be trying to preas the PLO to disarm, It ia the only member 
of the Security Council who opposed the draft resolution. 


The draft resolution, sponsored by France, demanded that “all the parties observe an 
immediate cessation of hostilities throughout Lebanon." It demanded "the immediate 
withdrawal of the Israeli forces engaged round Beirut, to a distance of 10 kilometres 
fiom the periphery of that city, as a firat atep towards the complete withdrawal of 
Israeli forces from Lebanon, and the simultaneous withdrawal of the Palestinian Armed 
Forces from Beirut, which shall retire to the existing camps." 


It “supports all efforts by the Government of Lebanon to ensure Lebanese sovereignty 
throughout the territory and the integrity and independence of Lebanon within ites 
internationally recognized frontiers." 


It “supports the Government of Lebanon in ite will to regain exclusive control of its 
capital and, to that end, to install in Beirut ite armed forces which shall take up 
positions within Beirut and interpose themselves on its periphery." 


It “requests the secretary-general, as an immediate measure, to station United Nations 
military observers, by agreement with the Government of Lebanon, with instructions to 
supervise the ceasefire and disengagement in and round Beirut." 


Speaking to the council earlier yesterday, U.N. Secretary-General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
reassured the council that the United Nations organizations in the Middle East, the 
United Nations truce supervision organization with its military observers, as well as 
UNIFIL (United Nations Interim Forces in Lebanon) in southern Lebanon, stood ready to 
perform any task which the Security Council might wish them to undertake.

[Text] According to reports, U.S. military planners who are currently studying the lessons 
of the Falklands war have expressed concern that more and more small nations possess 
sophisticated guided missiles, because countries with powerful navies are less able to 
withstand attacks by such missiles. 


U.S. Atlantic Fleet Commander Adm Harry Train said: “Every country with the money to buy 
a certain sophisticated weapon constitutes a very great danger. We know these missiles have 
very great capability for destroying warships." 


During the Falklands war, Argentina used French Exocet missiles to attack the British 
warships. This gave a vivid demonstration of the power of these new weapons. 


The military powers will no longer have the monopoly of possession of new weapons. A 
number of publications studying missile sales have said Iran has more than 12 types of 
missiles, including some of the most advanced U.S. missiles. Libya has 12 different types 
of missiles and Sout) Africa ll. The United States has sold many missiles to other NATO 
countries, who have then proceeded to sell missiles made by themselves to Third World 
countries. 


The French (aerospace) company has sold a total of 1,600 Exocets to 24 countries. These 
missiles cost $200,000 each before the Falklands war. However, it is said that Argentina 
offered $1 million each in its search for such missiles during the war. 


Certain U.S. missiles have a range of over 100 miles (160 kilometers), but the maximum 

range of most of those the United States has sold is 40 tiles (64 kilometers). The Exocet has 
a range of 30 miles (48 kilometers). The key parts arecertain advanced guidance systems. These 
systems range from heat-seeking installations to automatic ship-finding radar and to small cameras 
in the warhead by which a missile-launching pilot in his cockpit can aim the missile by television. 
British and Israeli jet aircraft have demonstrated the deadly capability of this type of missile.

[Text] Washington, June 25 (XINHUA) == U.S, Secretary of State Alexander Haig has resigned 
and George Shultz, former treasury secretary, has accepted the nomination by President 
Reagan as his successor, 


This was announced by President Reagan at the White House in a very brief announcement this 
afternoon, Reagan said he made this announcement “with great regret" and that he had 
respected and admired Haig's "wisdom and counsel," 


Later at a press conference at the State Department Haig received a prolonged applause from 
his staff. We read to the press his letter of resignation to President Reagan in which he 
said: 


"Your accession to office on Jaunary 20, 1981, brought an opportunity for a new and forward 
looking foreign policy resting on the cornerstones of strength and compassion.” "We agreed 
that consistency, clarity and steadiness of purpose were essential to success. It was in 
this spirit that I undertook to serve you as secretary of state." 


"In recent months, it has become clear to me that t... foreign policy on which we embarked 
together was shifting from that careful course wnich we had laid out. Under these circum- 
stances, I feel it necessary to request that you accept my resignation.” 


George Shultz, 61, is executive vice president of Bechtel Corp., a huge international 
construction company based in San Francisco. A vete an of previous Republican administra- 
tions, Shultz served as budget director and secretary of labor under President Nixon. He 
is now in Europe on business and is expected to arrive in Washington Saturday.

[Text] Beijing, 26 Jun (XINHUA) -- The n.#ly nominated U.S. secretary of state, George 
Shultz,is an economist. When Nixon was president, he was a Cabinet member, serving as 
secretary of labor, secretary of the treasury aad in other positions. 


Shultz was born in New York City on 13 December 1920. He graduated from Princeton University 
in 1942. He served in the U.S. Marine Corps in 1945, and fought in the Pacific islands as 
aMarine Corps major. After the war, he taught at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
[MIT]. From 1948 to 1957, he was a lecturer of economics, assistant professor and associate 
professor of that institute in the study of labor-management relations. He got his 

doctorate in industrial economics from MIT in 1949. He was a professor of labor-management 
telations in the graduate school of business of the University of Chicago in 1957, and 
served as dean of that school from 1962 to 1968. 


In 1955 Shultz was a senior member of the Council of Economic Advisors when Eisenhower was 
president. From 1959 to 1960 he served as adviser to the secretary of labor. From 1961 

to 1962 he was a member of the council of advisers for labor and administration policy to 
President Kennedy. In January 1969 when Nixon became president, he was appointed secretary 
of labor. I» June 1970 he served as director of the Office of Management and Budget. In 
June 1972 he became the secretary of the treasury. In December 1972 he concurrently served 
as assistant to the president in charge of economic affairs as well as chairman of the 
council for economic policy. He resigned from his post as the secretary of the treasury 

in March 1974. During the Nixon administration, he continued to serve as a White House 
adviser in carrying out international economic tasks on behalf of the U.S. Government. 


After that, Shultz became the executive vice president of the Bechtel Corporation of San 
Francisco (one of the largest architect engineering firms in the world). He became president 
of that corporation in early 1981. Before Reagan became president, he was Reagan's economic 
adviser. 
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After Reagan was elected president in 1980, Shultz participated in the transitional group 
for shaping foreign policy. After Reagan took office, he appointed Shultz chairman of 
the Council of Advisers to the President on Economic Policy in February 1981, 


Shultz belongs to the Republican Party. During the Nixon administration, he was regarded 
as an “expert in tackling thorny problems" and a “reconciliatory negotiator," playing an 
influential role in economic affairs. At one time, he was called “Kissinger in the 
economic sphere."

[Text] U.S. Senator Goldwater, who has come out with a lot of rubbish about Sino-U.S. 
relations, recently submitted a statement to Congress. In this statement, apart from 
harping on the old tune of the “strategic value” of Taiwan for the United States, he com- 
plained with some emotion that Americans had “let the importance of Taiwan" and its 
“strategic value" "fade from their memory,” and so he held that it was necessary to 
"remind" Americans to frequently remember this point. 


It seems that Goldwater is rather irritated by American “amnesia.” However, it has not 
occurred to him that the one suffering from amnesia is none other than himself. This is 
because he seems to have clean forgotten about the history of the development of Sino-U.S. 
relations over the past 30 years. 


Let us just look at the more than 20 years from the establishment of the PRC in 1949 to 

the publication of the Shanghai Communique in 1972; during that time U.S. China policy 
precisely followed the guiding idea of “never forgetting" the major “strategic value" of 
Taiwan for the United States. From the occupation of Taiwan by force in 1950 to the signing 
of the U.S.-Chiang "common defense treaty" in 1954, from the creation of tension in the 
Taiwan Strait area in 1958 to the attempt to concoct “two Chinas” and “one China and one 
Taiwan" and so on and so forth, the U.S. aim was none other than to control Taiwan, China's 
territory, and make it a base for opposing China and expanding in Asia. And what was the 
result? The facts have shown that the more tightly the United States held onto Taiwan, 

the more passive its China policy became, and the more it got into a dead end. In the face 
of these inescapable facts, beginning in the 1970's the U.S. Government was compelled to 
revise its China policy, and this led to the Shanghai Communique and later the normalization 
of Sino-U.S. relations. The history of the development of Sino-U.S. relations over the 

past 30 years tells people that the U.S. Government policy of encroaching on China's 
sovereignty and interfering in China's internal affairs could get nowhere, and that anyone 
who pursues unspeakable designs on the Taiwan issue will certainly be rebuffed. This is 

the dialectics of history. 


Very clearly, the United States changed its China policy not because of a sudden whim of a 
certain power holder but out of its own global strategy. In an article published a few 
months ago marking the 10th anniversary of the Shanghai Communique, former President Nixon 
wrote: "We opened our eyes, and established this new relationship for the appropriate reason 
of national interest." It was precisely because the United States considered its own 
interests that it recognized [chengren] that there is only one China, that Taiwan is part 

of China, and that the PRC is the sole legal government of China. 


Can it be that Mr Goldwater does not know or is unable to remember the facts cited above? 
If he does not know them, then this senator is really too ignorant; and if he has forgotten 
about them, then it is precisely he who is suffering amnesia. Truly it is necessary to

[Text] The "38th Parallel" military demarcation line on the Korean Peninsula lies cruelly 
in front of all the Korean people. The beautiful 3,000-li-long country has been artifi- 
cially divided in two, bringing boundless grief upon the compatriots in the North and South. 
Today the common desire for reunification of the motherland is making itself felt more and 
more among the Korean people, both in the North and the South, among both the young and 

the old. 


From 3 to 6 November last year, representatives from North Korea, overseas Koreans and 
Christians held talks in Vienna, Austria, in order to speed up the reunification of the 
motherland. This is the first such dialogue to be held since the liberation of Korea.

Within 
just a few days, under the banner of reunification, they went beyond the boundaries of 
ideology, beliefs, political views and religion, conducted sincere talks on reunification 
questions such as an end to the U.S. interference in Korean internal affairs, the withdrawal 
of U.S. troops from South Korea, the realization of social democracy in South Korea and the 
establishment of a federal system and deepened mutual understanding. The sense of aliena- 
tion that had been brought about by the prolonged separation and the misunderstandings and 
lack of trust that had piled up for so long soon disappeared. 


On a clear day, we can just about see the rear mountains of Seoul from the top of 
(Chanamsan) [1311 0589 1472] Mountain in Kaesong. However, due to the separation of the 
military demarcation line, the North and the South seem so far away. Over 70 percent of 
the families in Kaesong City have relatives in South Korea. For the last 30 years or more, 
these people, together with all their Korean compatriots, have suffered their full share of 
the anguish of the separation of blood brothers. We visited (Pyonghwayi) [1627 0735 6849] 
in Panmunjom. This village neighbors (Taesongtong) [1129 5110 3159], which lies south of 
the demarcation line. From time immemorial, the children of these two villages often 
played together and adults often dropped in on each other. 
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Yearning for the day of reunification, the villagers of (Pyonghwayi) have erected two- 
story residences in the village. Each household has tidied up its best room in prepara- 
tion for their relatives, One worker in a Kaesong cement factory has worked extremely 
hard and has produced an extra 1,000-odd tons of cement. He emotionally said that, when 
the motherland is reunified, this cement will be used for erecting a bridge across the 
(Sachonogang) [3097 1557 3068] River, so as to facilitate North-South intercourse among 
compatriots and so that they may all share in the joy of reunion, 


For the last 30 years, the Korean people, in order to rid themselves of foreign inter- 
ference and to oppose the “two Koreas" national splittist policy advanced by South Korea, 
have waged a protracted and unremitting struggle. The principle of the Korean Workers 
Party and government of persisting in an independent and peaceful reunification of the 
motherland and their consistent policy of stressing realization of reunification through 
talks, as well as the correct plan put forth by President Kim Il-song for the establisiment

Gulf of Tonkin, fishing vessel No. 1353 was suddenly attacked and seized by armed Vietnamese 
vessels at 21 degrees 20 minutes 15 seconds north and 108 degrees 11 minutes and 45 seconds 
east at 1610 hours. Abroad this vessel were Lin Ruifeng and two other fishermen." 


It points out that "in open defiance of international law, the Vietnamese authorities have 
recently made repeated attacks on Chinese fishing vessels, disrupting the normal fishing 
operations of Chinese fishermen and brazenly seized Chinese fishing vessels and fishermen, 
Such barbarous deeds are not to be tclerated," 


"The Chinese Government hereby lodges a strong protest with the Vietnamese authorities 
and sternly warns them that they must immediately stop all assaults and harassment on 
Chinese fishing vessels, send back all the seized Chinese fishermen and fishing vesecis 
and compensate for all the losses incurred therefrom," it stresses.

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U.S.-WESTERN EUROPE PIPELINE DISPUTE DISCUSSED

{[Report: "New Dispute Breaks Out Between United States and Western European Allies") 


[Text] After U.S. President Reagan announced on 18 June the expansion of the ban on the 
export of oil and natural gas equipment to the Soviet Union, West Germany and other 
Western European countries expressed their unhappiness, saying that this would have an 
unfavorable effect on European-U.S. relations. However, the U.S. State Department insists 
that the expansion of U.S. sanctions against the Soviet Union is essential, and hopes 

that its allies will take a united stand. According to reports, this U.S. Government 
decision means that overseas affiliates and licensees of American companies may not use 
U.S. patents to manufacture curbines required for the natural gas pipeline between the 
Soviet Union and Western Europe. This will directly affect the execution of the plan by 
West Germany and other Western European countries to lay the natural gas pipeline. U.S. 
Deputy Commerce Secretary Olmer [title as received] estimates that this will automatically 
halt the natural gas pipeline project and delay it for 2 years. Schmidt has on the one 
hand persisted in the steelpipe natural gas deal with the Soviet Union, while on the 

other hand expressing the worries and regrets of the West German and other Western 
European governments on being informed of the U.S. Government's decision. The EEC foreign 
ministers meeting adopted a statement on 22 June criticizing the .S. move as a deviation 
from the principles of intern.tional law and declaring that the EEC could not accept it. 
France even said on 23 June that it would not be bound by the U.S. decision. 


U.S. State Department spokesman Fischer said on 22 June when speaking on the West German 
Government's criticism that President Reagan's decision to expand sanctions against ‘he 
Soviet plan to lay the natural gas pipeline was essential for making emphatically clear 
the "deep unhappiness" of the United States over the Polish affair. Fischer said although 
West German officials have complainedthat economic sanctions are ineffective, the Soviet 
project to build the pipeline to bring natural gas to Western Europe is "behind schedule," 
and it will be further hampered by this U.S. move. He held: "Failure to acquire U.S. 
equipment and technology will at least increase the expenditures on this project and 
compel the Soviet Union to spend an extra amount of its scarce wealth." Fischer said: "We 
recognize that this (U.S.) decision will cause some losses to our allies. However, 
American companies are also suffering heavy losses."' He expressed his “hope that we will 
be able to take a common stand with our allies on this issue." 


According to reports, although Japan has not participated in the Siberia-Western Europe 
natural gas pipeline project, it reached an agreement some time ago with the Soviet Union 
on working together to exploit the oil and gas of the Sakhalin continental shelf. The U.S. 
decision is certain to affect the implementation of this agreement. Hence, Japan's 
International Trade and Industry Minister Shintaro Abe summoned the U.S. ambassador to 
Japan on the same day that Reagan announced the expansion of sanctions a... warned him that 
unless the United States rescinded this measure, relations between Japan and the United 
States would become tense. 


This new row between the United States and its allies has broken out less than a fortnight 
after the seven-nation Western summit at Versailles, which made some effort to bridge 
mutual differences of opinion. Western public opinion has expressed deep concern and 
unease over this.

[Text] Washington, June 25 (XINHUA) -- Only two weeks after the "Versailles summit" 
of the seven industrialised nations, the old quarrels between Washington and its major 
allies over the natural gas pipeline project with the Soviet Union have resumed. 
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Fresh regulations announced by the U.S. on June 18 to ban the sale of equipment 
produced by foreign subsidiaries of U.S. companies or built under U.S. licenses, with a 
view to blocking the construction of the Siberian pipeline, have been condemned by many 
of its European allies as well as Japan. 


Attacking the ).S. move, foreign ministers of the European Economic Community countries 
said in a June 22 statement that it “implies an extra-territorial extension of United 
States jurisdiction which in the circumstances is contrary to the principles of inter- 
national law." West German Finance Minister Manfred Lahnstein said on June 23 that the 
U.S. measures undermined "the basis of trust and belief in international relations" in 
disregard of "sovereignty of other countries". France said on the same day that it would 
not comply with the new U.S. move. British Prime Minister Mrs. Thatcher, during her 
talks with President Reagan,complained that the U.S. decision would harm the interests 
of British companies. The U.S., however, said it had its own principles concerning the 
pipeline problem. Japanese Minister of International Trade and Industry Shintaro Abe 

on June 18 summoned the U.S. ambassador in Tokyo, telling him bluntly that his country's 
ties with the U.S. might encounter difficulties if the new measures were mt cancelled. 


Turning a deaf ear to the strong opposition of its allies, the U.S. Department of Commerce 
made clear on June 23 that foreign companies would be refused "merchandise or data" from 
the U.S. if they violate the June 18 regulations. 


The Americans have insisted that the pipeline project could :ve . © blood infusion 
to the troubled Soviet economy and could even facilitate Mo: ».'s military expansion. They 
have also argued that over-dependence on the Russian natural rogid have serious con- 


sequences on the Western alliance politically. 


Obviously, both parties to the pipeline dispute have their own considerations. Western 
European nations are of the view that to develop economic relations with the Soviet Union 
will be in their own interests and will help restrain the Soviet Union and promote detente. 
They pointed out that the United States should not carp on the economic activities of 

West European countries and that the sovereignty of the latter should be respected. They 
argued that the U.S. sanctions against the Soviet Union would be to no avail and would 
even backfire internationally, creating more troubles for the West. The West European 
nations and Japan termed it as “very unfair" for the United States to impose sanctions 

on the natural gas pipeline, while the United States itself has removed grain sanctions 
against the Soviet Union. 


The quarrel shows that the compromise reached at the "Versailles summit" on East-West 
economic relations is very brittle, unable to paper over their essential contradictions. 
It is revealed that the United States did not bring up at the summit the issue of U.S.- 
made equipment for use in the natural gas pipeline project in order to gain concessions 
from Western Europe and Japan on the issue of credits for the Soviet Union, thus leaving 
a vagueness in the final accord which allows various interpretations and approaches. 
Hence the present accusations by each side against the other of violating the Versail] ‘s 


understanding. 


How the present quarrel would evolve has drawn the attention in the political circles 
and press of the West. The CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR had this to say: If the two sides 
did not exercise restraint and give rein to the quarrel, "the entire Western alliance 
could be hurt."

The U.S. Government decided on June 18 to impose further economic sanctions on the Soviet

embargo was mainly directed at turbines destined for the Siberian pipeline carrying 
natural gas to Western Europe.

The EEC statement Tuesday 
noted the U.S. move, which contradicts norms of international law, cannot be accepted by 
the EEC. The chancellor said West Germany, faithful to the contract, will stick to the

Premier Spadolini said the U.S. decision "contradicts with the 
unanimity reached in Versailles. Its danger lies in that it will cause a split in the 
unity of the democratic industrial countries.

Italian Foreign Minister Emilio Colombo wrote to U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig 

yesterday, expressing serious concern and reservation over the U.S. decision. He said 

in the letter that the U.S. measures would probably damage the trade relations which had 
been improved before the Polish incident broke out. This would thus cause great losses 

to the Italian enterprises and produce negative influence on employment in these enter- 

prises. He added that the measures amounced by Washington would bring serious conse- 

quences to the economy of the West European countries.

[Text] Washington, June 24 (XINHUA) == It has been three weeks since Israel invaded 
Lebanon and now that Beirut is under intensified military attacks and encirclement, 

many signs point to the possibility of more adventurist aggression by Menahem Begin's 
authorities deapite strong opposition from the world. This unbridled attitude of the 
Israeli authorities is a direct result of the open support it gets from the U.S. Govern- 
ment. As recently pointed out, “doubts do not exist that the United States gave Israel 
a ‘wink and nod' to invade Lebanon." In his speech delivered after meeting Begin 

on June 21, U.S. President Ronald Reagan did not mention Israel's military invasion of 
Lebanon and the serious consequence it caused, On the contrary, Reagan sang the same tune 
as Begin and urged "all foreign forces" to withdraw from Lebanon so that Israel would 
not suffer from any harmful results of the violence. 


Reagan's speech is considered to be an important revision of U.S. policy toward the 
Middle East. Before Israel invaded Lebanon, the Reagan administration had tried to 

reach an agreement on Palestinian autonomy in the West Bank of the Jordan River and the 
Gaza Strip through negotiations within the framework of the Camp David accord. The 
United States also tried to find a solution to the Palestinian problem and the dispute 
between Israel and the Arab nations. However, the only thing heard now is Reagan talking 
about his open support for the aggressive policy of the Begin administration and his 
acquiesence to Israel's occupation of Arab cities and its bombing with U.S. weapons. 


U.S. presidential special envoy Philip Habib is wantonly operating as an agent of Israel 
in the Middle East, scheming with pro-Israeli forces in Lebanon to help them get to power 
or trying to persuade the Palestine Liberation Organization to surrender in cooperation 
with Israel's military pressure. 


What Reagan is up to is nothing but a political gamble. There is an indication that 
both Reagan and Begin are convinced that Israel's military offensives had dealt a deadly 
blow to the PLO's resistance forces. With this in mind, Israel is indulged in the wish- 
ful thinking of thoroughly destroying the PLO's resistance forces by shaking the 
Palestinians’ confidence for national self-determination. It is also trying to force 

the Arab countries to accept Israel's occupation and control of the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip under the name of "autonomy." 


The Reagan administration believes this is an "excellent chance" to break the Middle East 
deadlock and has proceeded with supporting Israel. Some U.S. officials believe it is 
disadvantageous for the United States to openly back Israel's invasion of Lebanon because of 
the effect it will have on U.S.-Arab relations and because it will cause U.S. efforts to 
fail in seeking a strategic identity in the struggle against the Soviet Union. However, 
others believe that since there has been no breakthrough in the Middle East deadlock 

for a long time and a "comprehensive solution" remains unrealizable within the foreseeable 
future, Israel's “military victory" may "Open up" a new prospect. They, therefore, 

believe there is no harm trying. Evidently, Reagan has accepted the latter opinion. 
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An article in the latest issue of U.S. NEWS & WORLD REPORT pointed out: “The (U.S.) 
administration is operating on faulty premises." TIME magazine said: "A large number 

of experts attacked the notion that invasions might offer any long-term solutions to the 
Middle East crisis," The magazine also quoted a former under secretary of state as saying 
that the current military situation "certainly does not mean an end to PLO activity." 

The former official said the idea that the intrusion will increase opportunities for 
solving the PLO question is "self-deception." The intrusion will only "make real 
negotiations impossible," he said, Newspapers here have pointed out that people have 
every reason to worry about the grave consequences that may result from the Reagan 
administration's current political gamble, The United States cannot evade situations such 
as responses from the Arab countries and world public opinion; further development of 
various contradictions in the Middle East; new splits and realignment of various forces; 
and another superpower's expansion in the region,

sphere of influence and undermine the unity of the Arab people." He pointed out that 

the United States vetoed two draft resolutions in the Securit, Council condemning Israel 

and calling for Israeli withdrawal. "The United States has 4 tively supported Israel to 
attain its strategic objective in Lebanon and, therefore, beavs the unshirkable responsi- 
bility for the serious situation in the Middle East resulting from the Israeli aggression 
against Lebanon," he said. Ling Qing reiterated that "the Chinese Government has consistently 
held that Israel must withdraw from the Arab territories it has occupied since 1967, and 

the national rights of the Palestinian people, including the rights to return to their 
homeland, to national self-determination and to set up their own state, must be restored." 


The Chinese ambassador expressed the hope that the Arab people will strengthen their 
unity and persist in their struggle to achieve a just and reasonable settlement of the 
Middle East question.

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FORUM ON RECTIFYING PRIMARY PARTY ORGANIZATIONS

[Text] Beijing, 26 Jun (XINHUA) -- A recent forum on the rectification of primary party 
organizations, sponsored by the Organization Department of the CCP Central Committee, 
stressed that as the all-round rectification of industrial enterprises is being carried 
out by stages and in groups, an important task now facing us is to successfully rectify 
primary party organizations, especially the ones with many serious problems in rural 
areas and on other fronts. 


Attending the forum were responsible comrades of the organization departments of 11 

provincial and municipal party committees in Beijing, | laoning, Jilin, Heilongjiang, Shanghai, 
Shandong, Hunan, Guangdong, Sichuan, Yunnan and Qinghai as well as responsible comrades 

of some prefectural, municipal and county party committees and primary party organizations. 
They studied the party Central Committee's instructions on the rectification of primary 

party organizations and the strengthening of political and ideological work. They 

exchanged experiences gained in some localities in doing this work and discussed the 

future task of rectifying primary party organizations. 


After analyzing the basic conditions in primary party organizations, the forum pointed out: 
Primary party organizations on the industrial, agricultural, financial and trade, cultural 
and educational fronts are good or relatively good and are strong. They unite and lead 
large numbers of party members and nonparty people in conscientiously implementing the 
lines, principles and policies laid down since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CCP 
Central Committee, thus ensuring the smooth development of socialist modernization. 


Thr forum also pointed out: A small number of primary party organizations on each front 
have many problems. Some primary party organizations are impure to a serious extent; some 
are weak and lax and do not have a strong fighting capability; some are even in a paralyzed 
or semiparalyzed state; and still others, unable to withstand the test of class struggle 
under new historical conditions, have become corrupt and rotten under the corrosive 
influence of capitalist ideas. These situations should arouse our serious vigilance. 


The forum pointed out: It is necessary to rectify primary party organizations under the 
unified leadership of party committees and in coordination with the party's central task. 
The departments concerned should jointly be responsible for specific work and coordinate 
with one another in organizing personnel to perform this work. Various localities' 
experiences show that primary party organizations, the rectification of which higher-level 
party committees have examined closely and for the rectification of which they have made 
proper arrangements, have carried forward the three important styles of integrating 
theory with practice, forging close ties with the masses and practicing criticism and 
self-criticism; have become pure politically, ideologically and organizationally; and 
have generally strengthened their fighting capabilities. 


The forum emphasized: In rectifying primary party organizations, it is essential to 
persistently stress rectifying them ideologically. Ideological education should be grasped 
as the central link in the rectification, and the process of rectifying primary party 
organizations should be one of widespread education for party members in Marxism-Leninism- 
Mao Zedong Thought. It is necessary to educate party members in communist ideals, the 
party's lines, principles and policies, the basic knowledge of the party and particularly 
in the knowledge of how to combat the corrosive influence of capitalist ideas according 

to actual conditions in order to enable them to raise their political consciousness and 
strengthen their party spirit. All party members should keep firmly in mind that the 
ultimate aim of our party is the realization of communism, that the basic purpose of our 
party is to serve the people wholeheartedly, and that members must faithfully fulfill the 
pledge they gave when joining the party, uphold the four fundamental principles and 
struggle for the cause of communism all their lives. 


The key to rectifying primary party organizations lies in successfully rectifying and 
building the leading bodies of basic-level party committees, general party branches and 
party branches. 
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Only when the leading bodies of primary party organizations have been rectified will there 
be a reliable guarantee for the success of the vectification in other aspects. In the 
course of rectification, a prudent attitude should be taken in adopting organizatioral 
measures. lt is necessary to evalute erring comrades in an all-round way and deal with 

them in different ways according to the nature of their mistakes, the seriousness of their 
cases as well as their attitudes and consistent performance.

Only when every 
cell is full of vigor and vitality will the health of the entire body be reliably guaran- 
teed; the work and fighting capacity of the primary organizations have a direct bearing on 
the work of the party as a whole. 


Our party has always attached importance to the rectification and building of its primary 
organizations. Since the downfall of the "gang of four," especially since the 3d plenary 
session of the llth party Central Committee, we have carried out a series of tasks to bring 
order out of chaos in party building, and the conditions of the party's primary organiza- 
tions have taken on great changes. Most of the primary organizations are now able to con- 
scientiously implement the party's line, principles and policies and unite and lead the 
masses in striving to build a modern and powerful, highly democratic and culturally advanced 
socialist country.

[Text] Summary: Regarding Mao Zedong literary and art thought, we should first adhere to 
it and second develop it. We should not separate Mao Zedong Thought from Marxism-Leninism, 
nor separate Mao Zedong literary and art thought from the whole system of Mao Zedong 
Thought, nor separate Mao Zedong literary and art thought from the thousands of years of 
our country's cultural tradition or from the revolutionary tradition of literature of the 
May Fourth Movement. 


Adherence to Mao Zedong literary and art thought is certainly a must, However the 
adherence does not mean stagnation and we should develop it while adhering to it. There 
have already been unprecedentedly great changes both at home and abroad since the "Talks 
at the Yanan Forum on Literature and Art." Some comrades rigidly adhere to old slogans 
and in this way fal] out of step with the progress of the times, 


The fact that we have refrained from mentioning that literature and art are subordinate to 
politics does not mean that literature and art are not related to politics or that we can 
separate literature and art from politics. The so-called going deep into life does not 
mean being an onlooker but means taking an active part in life. The problem concerning 
alienation is important and we should make special research into it, 


How Marxism-Leninism will develop in China depends on how it is integrated with China's 
history and present situation. [end summary] 


In order to commemorate the 40th anniversary of the publication of the "Talks at the Yanan 
Forum on Literature and Art" the comrades of the literary and art circles in Beijin held a 
"symposium on Mao Zedong literary and art thought." This symposium was we | held. 


The emergence of many different opinions on literary and art problems is a good thing and 
not a bad thing, for this proves that we are actively thinking things over. We should not 
demand identity in our opinions on all problems because this is impossible, but on problems 
of principle we should strive to seek identity in building ideology. As for the CCP Central 
Committee's literary and art policies, Comrade Deng Xiaoping already expounded on them in 
his congratulatory speech at the fourth national congress of literary and art workers. 
Comrade Hu Yaobang has also made quite a few speeches. Recently Comrade Hu Qiaomu again 
published his speech at the forum on problems on the ideological front, in which he also 
said something about literature and art. All the above-mentioned speeches are important. 


At this forum, people have the identical view that we should first adhere to and second 
develop Mao Zedong literary and art thought. 


In order to adhere to Mao Zedong literary and art thought, we should correctly propagate 

and explain it. I may be counted among those who are engaged in this work. When I was in 
Zhangjiakou in 1946 I published a pamphlet entitled "Describing the New Times of the Masses," 
in the preface of which I declared that I was willingto be the "propagator, explainer and 
applicator" of Mao Zedong Thought. More than 30 years nave passed, but I have not fulfilled 
this task satisfactorily. Though I have always been loyal to Mao Zedong Thought, loyalty 
does not mean correctness. This proves that the work of propagating and explaining, that 

is the work of popularizing Marxism, is not an easy task. On the one hand, we should not 
mechanically give word for word explanations but should develop it and achieve something 
new. Comrade Mao Zedong repeatedly upheld that we should not do the work of giving word 

for word explanations of other people's words, but quite a large number of our speeches and 
articles did precisely this. 
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It is really not easy to accurately and comprehensively explain Mao Zedong Thought in the 
manner of linking it with practice. 


In order to correctly understand and evaluate Mao Zedong literary and art thought, I think 
we should pay attention to the following things: 


First, we should not separate Mao Zedong Thought from Marxisn-Leninism,. Mao Zedong Thought 
is the development of Marxism-Leninism in China and is the product vc. integrating Marxism- 
Leninism with the practice of the Chinese revolution. I remember that Comrade Mao Zedong 
once vividly said: "Marxism-Leninism is a big tree and we are but a few branches and 
leaves." Of course, this showed Comrade Mao Zedong's modesty, but this is a truth as well 
as modesty. For, it is indeed the luxuriant branches and leaves that grow on the big tree 
of Marxism-Leninism, Marxism is a great revolution of social science. Lenin developed it 
and then Comrade Mao Zedong used it in the Chinese revolution and further developed it. 
What they achieved in developing it differed in aspect, depth and width, but they both 
creatively developed it. The big tree of Marxism-Leninism has been growing full of vigor 
on China's fertile soil. Why should the big tree of Marxism-Leninism not strike deep 
roots and grow luxuriantly forever on the soil of a big country with 5,000 years of 
cultural tradition, 1 billion people and extensively rich historical experiences of 
revolution? 


Second, we should not separate Mao Zedong literary and art thought from the whole system of 
Mao Zedong Thought. Mao Zedong literary and art thought is an integral part of the whole 

of Mao Zedong Thought. Only when we have a comprehensive and correct understanding of Mao 
Zedong Thought can we satisfactorily understand Mao Zedong literary and art thought. The 
most basic part and the most universally significant part of the whole system of Mao Zedong 
Thought is Mao Zedong's philosophic thinking. The representative works of his philosophical 
thinking are certainly "On Practice" and "On Contradiction" that are familiar to us all, 

but nearly all his important works shine with the illumination of his philosophical thinking. 
Comrade Mao Zedong was most outstanding, most resourceful and overflowing with characteristics 
in using materialist dialecticsin his works on the art of war. The "Talks" itself is full 

of materialist dialectics. ‘ 


Third, we should not separate Mao Zedong literary and art thought from the thousands of 
years of our country's cultural tradition or from the revolutionary tradition of literature 
of the May Fourth Movement. Some comrades have just said that it seems to them that 
Comrade Mao Zedong said comparatively little about the new literature of the May Fourth 
Movement in his "Talks." This is true. However, in order to understand Mao Zedong 
literary and art thought, we should not restrict ourselves to reading the "Talks" only. 
Other articles, such as "On New Democracy," “Oppose Stereotyped Party Writing," 

"On the Correct Handling of Contradictions Among the People' and "talks With Music 
Workers," are all very important. Comrade Mao Zedong's talks on literary and art prob- 
lems, including his private talks with some literary and art workers, were all very 

kindly given in the manner of explaining complicated things in simple words and were 

all convincing and unforgettable. Moreover, we should not ignore Comrade Mao Zedong's 

own literary works. He did not have a prejudice because he was’ good 

at old-style poems and advocated all the same developing new-style poems as the chief form. 
He highly evaluated the May Fourth New Culture Movement with Lu Xun as its commander in chief. 
When he talked with me, he once asked my opinion on Lu Xun's style. Before I could answer 
him, he said that Lu Xun's style was the combination of resoluteness and modesty. This 

is precisely the revolutionary spirit and the spirit of seeking truth from facts that 
Comrade Mao Zedong always personally advocated. While highly evaluating the achievements 
of the May Fourth Movement, he also seriously pointed out its formalist errors. One of 

the sonorous slogans of the May Fourth New Literature Movement was over*~hrowing "those who 
upheld the evil style of the Tongcheng school, the demonic style of ‘Se =cted Works Edited 
by Prince Zhaoming.'" At that time this was a very revolutionary slogan. However, 
asserting that every aspect of a good thing was good and that every aspect of a bad thing 
was bad was precisely an error of formalism. Comrade Mao Zedong himself had been influenced 
to a considerable degree by the classic essay of the Tongcheng school and of the "Selected 
Works Edited by Prince Zhaoming." 
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The rule of the Tongcheng school was very long and it lasted more than a century. When 
Zeng Guofan came to power, the Tongcheng school restored its rule and ruled over the 
Chinese arena of letters again. The total length of its rule was about 200 years. One 
strong point of the style of the Tongcheng school was terseness, which we cannot regard 
as an evil. The "Selected Works Edited by Prince Zhaoming" is a collection of the best 
of our ancient verses that Comrade Mao Zedong read time and again when he was young. 
These verses certainly cannot be called demonic. Therefore, I wonder whether Comrade 

Mao Zedong's style of writing can be said to be the combination of the terseness of the 
classic essays of the Tongcheng school and the florid style of the "Selected Works." 

This is an immature opinion that I put forth here for discussion. The May Fourth Movement 
was thoroughly revolutionary. At its beginning it could not help but adopt the attitude 
of overthrowing all the traditions of the old culture that had ruled over China for thou- 
sands of years. During the 1930's, some of our comrades once belittled the writings in 
the vernacular of the May Fourth period and regarded them as neither vernacular nor clas- 
sical and as being worse than being classical. Judging from the view that takes the whole 
course of revolution into account, revolution is always accompanied with some simple and 
rough phenomena. It seemed to us that it would not have been possible to eliminate the 
force of the old cultural traditions that were hundreds of thousands of times stronger 
than ours, if we had not adopted this attitude during the May Fourth Movement. We should 
view this from a historical viewpoint. Generally speaking, we should both make a study 
of Mao Zedong literary and art thought and study the "Talks at the Yanan Forum on Litera- 
ture and Art" from a historical viewpoint and we should not ignore the historical back- 
ground in doing this. 


The "Talks" is an important historical document and has undergone the test of time satis- 
factorily. It is in the past and is now the guideline of our literary and art movement. 
This means that we must adhere to Mao Zedong literary and art thought. There can be no 
doubt about this. 


The problem is how are we to adhere to it. The adherence to it does not mean that we 
should mechanically carry out what it says word for word. If we act in this manner, we 
will be treating it as being an article in which "every sentence is truth."' What we mean 
by adhering to it is developing it while adhering to it. Marxism itself is a kind of 
theory that is always developing. If we entirely refuse to adhere to it, no development 
can be spoken of. On the other hand, if we entirely refuse to develop it, it will be 
impossible to adhere to it. What Lenin did was precisely to develop Marxism while adhering 
to it. If Lenin had copied Marxism word for word, it would have been impossible for him 
to put forth the idea that victory of the socialist revolution could first be achieved in 
a single country, and there would have been no Leninism or October Revolution, and there- 
fore it would have been impossible to adhere to Marxism. 


We should realize that since the publication of the "Talks," there have been unprecedently 
tremendous changes both at home and abroad. First, there has been in the change in the 
historical times and the change in class relationships. At the time of the publication of 
the "Talks," our country had not entered socialism and was not engaged in a socialist 
modernization program, but was chiefly carrying out the national and democratic liberation 
struggle in order to drive the Japanese aggressors out of our country and to overthrow 

the old system. We must realize this change. When we say that we should combine with the 
new times of the masses, we should have a clear view of what masses these are and what 
times we are talking about. The "Talks" mention serving the people. The concept of the 
people at that time meant chiefly the following four kinds of people, including, besides 
workers, peasants and soldiers, the petit bourgeois laboring masses and intellectuals in 
the urban areas -- at that time, most oft, . intellectuals were regarded as being a part 

of the petite bourgeoisie and generally, when "serving workers, peasants and soldiers" 

was mentioned at that time, it seems that the intellectuals were not included. Later, 
chiefly after 1957, most of the intellectuals were treated as bourgeois intellectuals. 
Thus, most of the intellectuals became the objects of reform instead of those to be served. 
Now, the intellectuals have become a part of the laboring people and a part of the working 
class and therefore, it is wrong to treat them in the old manner. 
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When we commemorated the 20th anniversary of the publication of the "Talks" in 1962, 
RENMIN RIBAO published an editorial entitled "Serve the Broadest Masses of the People." 


[It said: "The whole people within the people's democratic united front with the workers, 
peasonts an’ soldiers as its main components, should be the people whom our literature 
and art serves and works for." This editorial was criticized during the "Great 


Cultural Revolution," but viewed from the present, what this editorial said is correct. 
As for socialism, it was not mentioned 40 years ago, because at that time socialism was 
only regarded as a guiding ideology and there was no practice of socialism. Some of 
our comrades rigidly adhere to old slogans and do not allow any change in these slogans. 
Thus they will not be able to keep pace with the progress of the times and will fall 
behind the times. 


What we have been spending more time in discussing is the relationships between 
literature and art and politics. Regarding this problem, Comrade Deng Xiaoping said that 
in the future we should no longer say that "literature and art are subordinate to 
politics’ because this conforms neither to the history of literature and art nor to the 
history of social life and because moreover, this can easily give rise to abuses. 
According to the Marxist viewpoint, the factor that plays a final decisive role is the 
economy. The material living conditions, that is the social mode of production is the 
condition that restricts spiritual life, political life and social life. This is the 
most fundamental formula of historical materialism. Both literature and art and 
politics belong to the category of the superstructure. The influence of various factors 
of the superstructure differs in scope, degree and duration, but after all, that which 
plays a decisive role is the economic basis. The allegation that literature and art 

are subordinate to politics means not only denying the final decisive role of the 
economic basis but also denying the interact‘on of the various factors of the super- 
structure and denying the relative independence of literature and art that has taken 
shape in the prolonged course of the development of history. In the past, he criticized 
the view that treated this independence as an absolute one. This was correct. However, 
it is wrong to deny the relative independence of literature and art because of this 
criticism. Researching into the historical relations and development of this relative 
independence is precisely a problem that we should inquire into in writing the history 
of literature. 


It is not always correct that politics is one of the superstructures and there have been 
periods of time when this was not correct. Even when it is correct, we should not force 
ideology to be subordinate to it. Refusing to say that literature and art are 
subordinate to politics does not mean that literature and art are not related to 
politics and can be divorced from politics. We have to observe the four basic principles 
of the party. As CCP members, we should, moreover, observe the party spirit and party 
discipline. The party spirit principle on literature and art is a principle to be 
consciously observed. Today, our literature and art should serve the people. This 
means that they should serve socialism because socialism is where the basic interests of 
the people lie. Since the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Committee, the 
main stream of our literature and art has been good. This we should confirm. However, 
there have been some mistakes and minor aspects. One of the minor aspects that we 
should not neglect is the trend of bourgeois liberalization that has occurred on our 
ideological front along with the tremendous change in our policies in opening up to the 
outside world and in enlivening the domestic economy. Emphasizing that literature and 
art should serve the people is precisely aimed at fighting against this trend. 


We have talked much about going deep into life. It is an unalterable principle that 
writers should go deep into life. But in my opinion, the most important thing in going 
deep into life is to take an active part in life and refrain from being onlookers. If 
you take an active part in life you will find that the life you write and reflect on is 
a life that you are intimately related to and that you have a personal share of 

interests in. Comrade Mao Zedong said that the most important thing is a change in 
feelings. A change in feelings is the sign of a change in stand, viewpoints and methods. 
If feelings are changed, what one gets in investigating and understanding life will also 
change. Therefore, going deep into life is not a purely academic problem. It is a 
problem of practice in life and in art. 
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lhe work of literary criticiam is very important. During the past few years, we have 
successfully developed this work and achieved some good results, but compared with literary 
and art creation, the development and results are amall, Our literary critics have discussed 
many problema, What they have discussed moat is the problem of the theory of human nature 
and humanitarianiem, ! think that it is a misunderstanding to think that communists and 
revolutionaries cannot talk about human sympathy or attach importance to human beings. In 
fact, Comrade Mao Zedong said long ago that man is the most precious of all things. The 
value and the dignity of man should not be despised or belittled. On the contrary they 
should be treated as important and respected, The value and dignity of man are not abstract 
things and cannot be treated as being able to be divorced from thehistorical analysis of 
classes. 


There is another problem, the problem of "alienation" that we have discussed relatively 
frequently. I talked about this problem at the scientific council of the department of 
social sciences of the Chinese Academy of Sciences. I thought that this problem was very 
important. Il said at that time: "If we explain alienation according to the viewpoints of 
materialiem and if we understand alienation according to the dialectic law that everything 
divides into two and will develop towards its opposite...we should admit that alienation is 
a universal phenomenon in nature and human society and the forms of alienation are diversi- 
fied." I etill maintain this view. Because the concept of "alienation" is difficult to 
underatand, there is often some misunderstanding of the concept. I once wondered whether 
we could use the saying “a silkworm binds itself up with a cocoon of its own making" to 
vividly explain “alienation.” (Of course, viewed biologically, a silkworm makes a cocoon 
to protect itself. However, what we here apply is the meaning of the Chinese saying "a 
silkworm binds itself up with a cocoon of its own making" meaning the binding of oneself 

by one's own products.) Marx himself also used such a comparison. Social alienation, 
whether it is economic, ideological or political, is a complicated phenomenon and should 

be specially studied. Will there be no phenomena of alienation in a communist society when 
class is eliminated? At any rate, there are still classes now. At least, there still exist 
classes or the remnants of classes and the phenomena of alienation will not disappear. 
Religion is an instance of alienation. People imagine a god in their minds and then, 
conversely, the god rules over people. Is this not done in the same manner as "a silkworm 
binding itself up with a cocoon of its own making?" Not only the products of people's 
thinking but also those of people's hands can become an alien force to conversely bind 
people. In a capitalist society, the commodities or wealth produced by workers by their 
hands have become a kind of mystic and alien force that enslaves people. “Marx called this 
“commodity fetishism" or “currency fetishism." Now some people in our society superstitiously 
believe that money is omnipotent and see everything in terms of money. Is this not an 
alienation? Of course, we can make a further study of this problem. 


Both social and natural phenomena are very complicated ones that we should make a study 

of. Young people are especially fond of researching into them and have an enthusiasm for 
doing this. We should not oppose this. We should only encourage them and make them aware 
of their duties in researching into these phenomena. We do not have the right to deprive 
them of the right of research. Here, what is most necessary is to correctly guide them, 
patiently and tactfully educate them and be strict to oneself and lenient to others. When 
the young people have committed mistakes in their research, the leading persons should shoulder 
their share of responsibility and the leading persons should criticize them if they should 
be criticized. However, the leading persons should adopt the attitude of protecting the 
young people in criticizing them. Ours is a socialist country that has existed for more 
than 30 years. Many youths have been fostered and have grown up under the socialist system. 
When they commit mistakes, we, their elders, should shoulder a part of the responsibility. 
On the one hand, we should attach importance to their keen sense of discovering new things 
and learn fromthem in this respect. Onthe other hand, we should help them study society, 
study history and study Marxism-Leninism. This is our unshirkable duty. 
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In short, we should not understand Mao Zedong Thought in the manner of treating it as 
being isolated, onesided and static, How Marxism will develop in China depends on how 

it is integrated with China's history and current situation. If it ie integrated well, it 
will develop quickly and if it is not, it will develop slowly. As Marx said: "The extent 
to which a theory le realized in a country depends on the extent to which the theory 
satisfies che demand of the country.” If your theory cannot satisfy the demands of the 
people and society, your theory will not work, The goal we are striving to achieve is 

Lo make Maraxlsm=Leninism=Mao Zedong Thought satisfy the demands of the society and people 
to the greatest possible extent. 


LITERARY, ART FEDERATION SESSION CLOSES 25 JUN

MINISTRY SAYS ALL EX-KMT PERSONNEL RELEASED

Former Kuomintang party, government and 
military personnel and special agents at and above the county or regimental level were 
released in 1975. 


For more than two months, meetings marking the final releases were held in provinces, 
municipalities and autonomous regions, at which judgements and certificates of release 
were given to all the freed individuals by local people's courts and departments in 
charge of criminals' reform through labor. Over 1,700 others, who have already been 
released on bail for medicaltreatment also received their judgements and certificates 
at their homes. ’ 


All of those freed have been given clothes, bedding and 100 yuan pocket money. In many 
provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions, the released personnel were subsequently 
taken for visits to factories and tours of the city and to places of historical interest. 


The released personnel in Beijing also visited the Great Hall of the People and paid 
respects to Chairman Mao Zedong at the Chairman Mao Memorial Hall. 


Work to help the released find jobs is now going on, according to the ministry. Those 
who are now homeless and aged and those who have lost the ability to work will be 
supported by the country, the ministry said.

They are trained in the regulations of census taking and 
drilled in the asking of tactful questions to avoid causing embarrassment with such ques- 
tions as: "Did anybody die in your family this year?" 


The first pilot census was conducted in Wuxi, Jiangsu Province, two years ago to acquaint 
the census workers with their tremendous task -- conducting the world's largest census. 

In 1981, pilot censuses were also taken in other localities. Trial censuses now have been 
conducted in 26 provinces and autonomous regions and three municipalities -- Beijing, 
Shanghai and Tianjin. 


Each enumerator, assigned 100 or more families, are now visiting the families to become 
acquainted with the members and the location of their houses. 


In Guangning County of Guangdong Province, enumerators at first thought the work uncom- 
plicated. A trial census of 4,700 persons by more than 170 enumerators showed that only 
one scored 100 percent in the work, while the average was 82 percent. In a second trial, 
the average improved to 98.9 percent. 


The success of the census depends on the people's cooperation. Publicity is now in full 
swing. Posters, banners, radio, TV, films, pamphlets, picture books, as well as artists, 
theater troupes and professional ensembles urge cooperation and provide instructions. 


Census takers face the problem of obtaining information from people who will not tell the 
truth. Some parents wish to hide adoptions and some spouses their ages. Others may lie 
about their children's ages or sex. Some misunderstand the census and think it might 
reveal illegal matters, such as marriage of persons under the legal age. The census takers 
will explain that the census registers the status quo, and that the government is not seek- 
ing data on such illegal family matters. 


Twenty-eight computer centers are ready for census tabulation. The centers are located in 
25 provinces and autonomous regions (except Tibet where the census has been postponed) and 
the three municipalities. The code numbers of 29 provinces, municipalities and autonomous 
regions and more than 2,500 counties, cities and banners (counties) under their jurisdic- 
tion have been finalized and published in a book. 


The census stations have been chosen and decorated, chairs pooled from the neighborhoods 
and preparations made to serve hot tea to those who come to register Thursday. 


COLLEGE GRADUATES WORKING IN XIZANG MAY TRANSFER

The new regulation adds: This regulation also applies to college graduates who were assigned 
to Xizang after 1980, Their length of service in Xizang is counted beginning from the day 
they reported for duty, College graduates who were assigned to Xizang before 1980 may be 
transferred according to the relevant documents issued by the central authorities in 1980. 


STATE COUNCIL APFROVES REPORT ON GRADUATES' JOBS

[Excerpts] Beijing, 25 Jun (XINHUA) -- The State Council recently approved the "Report on 
Job Assignments for Graduates From Graduate Schools and Colleges in China in 1982" sub- 
mitted by the State Planning Commission, the Ministry of Education and the Ministry of 

Labor and Personnel, circulated it to various localities and demanded that it be implemented 
accordingly. 


In their "report" the State Planning Commission, the Ministry of Education and the Ministry 
of Labor and Personnel urged the various departments in all provinces, municipalities and 
autonomous regions to make job assignments for this year's college graduates in close con- 
nection with the actual situation or their districts and departments while making overall 
arrangements and taking all factors into consideration. 


The "report" pointed out: In the past, emphasis was placed on assigning college graduates 

to the fields of pedagogy and scientific research. Thus, a fairly good foundation has been 
laid in these fields. This year we must emphasize quality and assign more graduates to work 
in fields where they are badly needed. In the past, few college graduates were given jobs 

in the field of production, particularly in agriculture and the light and textile industries. 
Technicians and professionals are badly needed in this field. We must assign more graduates 
to work in this field in 1982. 


The "report" pointed out: Attention must be paid to assigning more graduates to work as 
technicians, scientists and professionals in support of rural production and construction. 
Graduates who major in agronomy, forestry, medicine and teaching must be mainly assigned to 
work in counties or in basic level units below the country level for the development of 
science and technology in agriculture and forestry and for the promotion of rural education, 
cultural and public health. Graduates from teachers’ colleges must be assigned to work as 
teachers in rural middle schools and various schools of agricultural technology (vocational). 
Medical school graduates must be assigned to work in county level medical and public health 
units or health centers in various key people's communes. 


Graduates from colleges in the country's interior should be aroused and encouraged to go 
the the border region and areas where minority nationalities live. Plans to assign gra- 
duates to those areas must be persistently carried out. Those who volunteer to go to 
Xizang, Qinghai, Xinjiang, Ningxia and other border regions and are accepted by these areas 
may not be restricted by such plans. 


The "report" stressed: Various departments in all provinces, municipalities and autonomous 
regions must pay full attention to various units in large cities under their jurisdiction 
in assigning jobs to college graduates. In giving job assignments, we must strictly abide 
by law and discipline and combat unhealthy tendencies such as "entering by the back door." 
Those who are involved in serious cases should be dealt with sternly.

At present the distribution of personnel of various specialties with college educations 
or above is quite uneven in our country. A relatively large number of them are 
concentrated in big cities and coastal areas, and most work in central organs or 
scientific research departments. Very few are in the countryside, medium-sized and 
small cities and towns, remote provinces and regions, working in grassroots production 
units. It should be pointed out, however, that the latter places have a vast expanse 
and abundant natural resources with practically unlimited prospects for development.

EXPERTS URGE MORE INDUSTRIAL CROPS IN NORTH

[Text] Jinan, Jun 26 (XINHUA) == More cotton, soybeans and peanuts should be grown on 
the North China Plain, in order to better utilize the croplands there, according to 
agricultural experts attending a North China Plain agricultural development symposium. 


fhe gathering opened on June 18 here in Jinan, capital of Shandong Province, and its 
recommendation will be submitted to the State Council for consideration. 


Areas devoted to cotton, soybeans and peanuts today make up less than half the acreage 
they did in 1957, said Bao Guanluo, vice-president of the Chinese Academy of 
Agricultural Science. He suggested that these areas be expanded to three million 
hectares for cotton, 3.8 million hectares for soybeans and 1.3 million hectares for 
peanuts. 


The academy vice-president led a team of 17 experts which carried out an overall survey 
of the North China Plain in September of last year, as well as directing another survey 
team that carried out investigations in specific fields of study in the spring of this 
year. 


Results of these studies show that 80 percent of the 18 million hectares of croplands 
are devoted to grain crops, and that two-thirds of them produce average or low yields, 
due to the lack of irrigation facilities and soil in fertility. Yet the sandy field or 
alkaline soil is suitable to various industrial crops. 


Yang Tingxiu, agricultural engineer on the academy's agricultural modernization research 
committee, said that since the state was unable to invest large amounts of money and 
resources in transforming the poor soil, different crops should be selected to suit local 
conditions. He suggested that sunflower, false indigo and alfalfa be grown in salty 
marsh lands and more orchards be set up and such fast growing trees as poplar and 
apulownia be planted on the course of the Yellow River where the tributary has shifted. 


He suggested that a man-made pastureland should be built on the 260,000 hectares of salt 
marsh near the Yellow River mouth, where the breeding of rabbits and goat is fast grow- 
ing. 


He added that the industrial crop fields should be expanded step by step, once the grain 
supply of the 200 million people on the plain is assured. 
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SPOKESMAN ON W. EUROPE TIES, HAIG RESIGNATION

[Text] Taipei, June 26 (CNA) == The Republic of China's relations with Western European 
countries have been growing closer although two-way trade is reportedly declining at 
present, said a spokesman for the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 


Liu Ta-jen said Saturday at a joint press conference of the Foreign Ministry and the 
National Defense Ministry that there are Chinese cultural, economic and trade offices in 
12 Western European countries, and that the representative bodies of European countries 
in the ROC are also continuously increasing. He pointed out the relations between the 
ROC and the European Economic Community are also gradually improving. Many of this 
nation's government officials and businessmen are visiting European countries, and their 
European counterparts, along with legislators and news reporters, are visiting the ROC. 
This is beneficial to relations between the ROC and Western European countries, Liu 
declared. The ranking official also noted that the Foreign Ministry has mapped out 
concrete plans to beef up relations between the ROC and the United States and other 
democratic nations. This is in line with recent directives from President Chiang 
Ching-kuo and Premier Sun Yun-hsuan on foreign affairs. 


When asked about his reaction to the U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig's resignation, 
Liu said this is an internal matter of the Reagan administration. He declined further 
comment.

[Text] Taipei, June 26 (AFP) -- Chinese Nationalists appeared today cautiously optimistic 
in welcoming the appointment of Charles Shultz as the new U.S. secretary of state. 
Government officials, including Premier Sun Yun-hsuan and Foreign Ministry spokesman Liu 
Ta-jen, refrained from commenting on the resignation of Alexander Haig and the nomination 
of Mr Shultz to replace him, Mr Liu told newsmen at a regular press conference that the 
government was watching closely further developments. 


But sources close to the government pointed out that, if confirmed in the post by the 
U.S. Senate, Mr Shultz would be the only one among the five (?last) U.S. secretaries of 
state to visit Taiwan, most recently early this year. 


Mr Shultz is considered here to be more aware of the situation in Taiwan and its policy 
toward the two communist giants, Moscow and Beijing. One observer said that Mr Shultz 

was not as staunchly anti-Soviet as Mr Haig, and therefore would be less tied to [word 
indistinct]. "Nevertheless, since the U.S. foreign policy is not mapped out by one person 
[words indistinct] the observer said. Another observer blamed Mr Haig's "Europe first, 
Asia second" foreign policy for the current "appeasement" attitude of the State Department 
in its approach to China. The observer said that this was responsible for the decline 

in relations between Washington and Taipei. 


News about the resignation of Mr Haig caught Taipei by surprise. Only two Chinese-language 


morning newspapers, the CHINA TIMES and the UNITED DAILY, each with a circulation of over 
one million, carried brief dispatches from Washiagton and gave prominence to the story on 
the front page.

[Text] The resignation of U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig, Jr., on Friday has 


produced mixed reactions from leaders throughout the world. In his letter of resigna- 
tion, Haig told President Reagan that it has become clear to me that the foreign policy 
which we embarked on together was shifting. 


To many allies of the United States, there is a fear that the Reagan administration will 
now take a further hard turn to the right, and especially in Western European countries, 
where the secretary of state was one-time leader of commanders. His presence will be 
missed there. 


U.S. Secretary of State-designate George Shultz, 51, is a California businessman, former 
treasury secretary in the Nixon administration, and a friend of the present defense 
secretary, Caspar Weinberger. Mr Shultz was President Reagan's original choice for the 
secretary of state when the President took office in January 1981, but he turned down 

the job, choosing instead to stay on as the president of the California-based multinational 
construction firm, Bechtel Corporation, with which Defense Secretary Weinberger was 
associated. Most recently, President Reagan put Mr Shultz in charge of preparations for 
his trip to Europe earlier this month. 


The Government of the Republic of China today declined to comment on Haig's resignation, 
but said it would watch closely further developments in U.S. politics and foreign policy. 
Most diplomatic observers in Taipei, however, said Haig's resignation was the result of 

a serious disagreement between Haig and President Reagan. They also said that new 
Secretary of State Shultz knows the Republic of China well and has visited the Republic 

of China a number of times. The last visit was held at the turn of the year. All 
observers expressed a reserved optimism toward Sino-U.S. relations in the post-Haig period.

[Text] Alexander Haig has given way to George Shultz as the American secretary of state. 
Mr Haig's resignation was supposed to have been a big surprise. It should not have been. 
He and President Reagan have been embarked on separate foreign policy courses for a long 
time. Under the American Constitution, the President is in charge of foreign policy. 

If he wishes to be his own secretary of state, he can be. Possibly, Israel's continuing 
invasion of Lebanon was a precipitating factor in Haig's resignation. Differences over 
U.S. policy towards the Soviet Union may have been another. Haig and President Reagan 
have had very different concepts about China policy for a long time. When Jimmy Carter 
broke the relations with the Republic of China and recognized the Chinese Communists, 

Mr Reagan objected strenuously. He said that the Republic of China has been grievously 
wronged. During the 1980 presidential campaign and immediately after his election, 

Mr Reagan called for a change in U.S. policy toward free China. At one time, he spoke 

of upgrading relations. On several recent occasions, President Reagan had said that he 
would uphold the Taiwan Relations Act and protect the people of Taiwan against aggression. 
He had spoken out against communism many times. Yet his secretary of state traveled to 
Peking [as heard] to sell weapons to the Chinese Communists. The Reagan letters to Peking 
originated in Haig's State Department. Mr Haig, who once defended the White House citadel 
while Richard Nixon was falling down, has been an ardent player of the Red China card. 
Under his State Department administration, negotiations have been conducted with the 
Chinese Communists on the reduction of arms sale to the Republic of China and the 
recognition of Peking's claim to Taiwan. Quite possibly, President Reagan has not approved 
of Mr Haig's administration of China policy. But, because of other high priority foreign 
policy decisions, the President did not watch China policy as closely as he might have. 

In the last few weeks, the President has had to contend with Israeli invasion of Lebanon, 
war in the Falklands, the European summit and almost day-to-day developments in relations 
with the Soviet Union. 
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Maybe Mr Reagan does not wish to be his own foreign minister, but he obviously wants a 
secretary who is in sympathy with his ideas and is prepared to carry out general directives. 


George Shultz, who was immediately named by President Reagan to take Secretary Haig's 
place, represents an appointment of considerable promise. Mr Shultz has a great deal of 
experience in the government. He was secretary of treasury and labor as well as budget 
director under President Nixon. Recently, he has headed the Bechtel Corporation, which is 
engaged in construction all over the world. Bechtel has undertaken many projects in the 
Republic of China and has had an office in Taipei for many years. The new secretary of 
State was in the Republic of China only recently and is well aware of all the aspects of 
the China problem. 


Free China does not expect the United States to make any sudden and dramatic changes in 
China policy. It does hope for a more even-handed approach for the China policy of the 
United States. During the Haig administration, the Republic of China has been neglected 
in several ways. Except for some parts for old weapons, its defense requirements have 
been ignored. Approval has never been given for the number of U.S. offices stipulated under 
the Taiwan Relations Act. There have been difficulties for free China's officials to meet 
with their American counterparts. President Reagan has voiced a strong anticommunism on 
many occasions. Even as he was speaking, the United States was leaning toward the Chinese 
Communists in order to combat the Soviet Union. Maybe the United States is now examining 
this policy and asking itself whether it can be anticommunist with regard to the Soviet 
Union while being pro-Chinese Communist. 


Mr Shultz may be closer to President Reagan and his concepts of anticommunist U.S. policy 
than Mr Haig has been. If so, this should be in both the American interests and those of 
the free people of the world, including those of the Republic of China.

It is learned 
that the designing cost accounts for about 10 percent of a nuclear power station's total 
investment.

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HSIN WAN PAO COMMENTS ON HAIG'S RESIGNATION

[Text] U.S. Secretary of State Haig resigned yesterday, and President Reagan has nominated 
Shultz to succeed him. This is the second consecutive time that a secretary of state has 
resigned during an administration. Last time it was Vance, who quit after the failure of 
the commando mission launched by the Carter administration to rescue the hostages in Iran. 
The fact that the U.S. Government repeatedly changes personnel in mid-course and it is so 
difficult to serve as secretary of state -- the incumbent always has to quietly step down -- 
show that U.S. foreign policy, beset with domestic and external contradictions, is becoming 
ever more difficult to operate. This country, known as the strongest country in the West 
cannot pursue a steady and integral foreign policy, is continually wavering from side to 
side and cannot do things with assurance. 


Explaining the reason for his resignation, Haig said that Reagan had departed from the 
prudent foreign policy line they had decided on together at the beginning of Reagan's 
administration; this line was based on the aim of continuity, clarity and firmness. He 
hinted that Reagan's current foreign policy had changed and no longer possessed these 
three "qualities." 


The reason for the frequent changes in U.S. policies and their inability to maintain 
continuity, clarity and firmness stems from the clash of all kinds of domestic and external 
interests. During his tenure as secretary of state, Haig was always engaging in arguments 
with Vice President Bush, Defense Secretary Weinberger, National Security Adviser Clark and 
his assistant Allen, and UN Ambassador Kirkpatrick. These arguments were not just problems 
of individual personality and style but represented clashes of powerful forces and also the 
influence of financial groups, which led to differences of view on policy and strategy. 
This resignation was sparked off by two disputes: One was over whether or not to ban the 
supply of technology and equipment to Western Europe for the construction of a natural gas 
pipeline from the Soviet Union; and the other was the question of whether to support or 
condemn the large-scale Israeli invasion of Lebanon. Reagan's ban on the supply of 
technology and equipment to block and delay Western Europe's purchase of natural gas from 
the Soviet Union has caused a strong reaction in Western Europe, where people say that the 
United States is harming others to benefit itself and wants its allies to cast aside their 
interests while it resumes grain sales to the Soviet Union. As for U.S. support of the 
Israeli aggression against Lebanon, this has angered all Middle Eastern countries, who now 
have even less confidence in U.S. designs for peace. Haig, who represented the interests 
of the traditional eastern American financial groups, held that it was necessary to show 
prudent concern for the feelings of its Western European allies and also side with the pro- 
Israeli leanings of the Jewish financial groups. Secretary of Defense Weinberger, who 
comes from the Western United States, believes that the United States should not shrink 
from putting strong pressure on Western Europe for a hardline policy toward the Soviet 
Union, and also believes that the United States should vigorously condemn the Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon. Weinberger and Shultz, who will succeed to the secretary of state 
post, have both worked for the Bechtel Corporation of California. This consortium has 

many building contracts with Arab countries. 


The resignation of Haig means that the posts of secretary of state, secretary of defense 
and national security adviser are all held by California colleagues of Reagan. However, 
this certainly does not mean that differences of view and arguments over foreign policy 
will now be eliminated.

There have been both open strife and veiled etruggles between the eastern and western 
financial groupe of the United States for the post of secretary of state since Reagan 
formulated his Cabinet. At firat, there were rumors that Shultz, a representative of the 
weatern financial group, would take up the office, But it finally turned out that Haig, 

a representative of the eastern financial group, was offered the appointment, Since then, 
foreign dispatches have continually reported personnel problema in the White House and 
acute rivalry, The resignation of National Security Adviser Richard Allen last year showed 
that Haig had won the first round. However, Reagan immediately appointed Clark, a member 
of the western financial group, to replace Allen. Then, Clark gradually gained more power 
and saw the President each day, giving counsel and suggestions and attempting to cripple 
Haig's power, 


Haig, who belonged to the eastern financial group, soon found himself isolated, and Reagan 
was aleo eurrounded by advisers of the western financial group. Counselor to the President 
Edwin Meese, White House Chief of Staff James Baker (note: not Howard Baker, Senate 
Republican leader), White House Deputy Chief of Staff Deaver and Defense Secretary 
Weinberger all belong to the western group. Thus, it was difficult for Haig to achieve 
anything with support. 


The divergence between Haig and the western political figures mainly involved three 
aspects, the policies on three hot points -- Europe, the Middle East and Latin America. 
Although both Haig and the westerners favored a tough attitude toward Soviet expansion, 
hoped to maintain closer ties with the Arab countries and advocated halting the expansion 
of Soviet and Cuban power in Latin America, they had different ideas as far as strategy 

was concerned: 1) The westerners advocated that the United States put pressure on its 

West European allies, forcing them to share military expenses and stop their dealings with 
the Soviet Union on the question of the natural gas pipeline, while Haig advocated that the 
United States look after the wishes of Western Furope and strengthen unity between the 
United States and Western Europe. He did not want to blackmail Western Europe over the 
question of the natural gas pipeline. 2) As far as the Middle East question was concerned, 
the westerners held that the United States should strengthen its relations with the Arab 
countries and supply Jordan and Saudi Arabia with advanced U.S. arms and ammunition. They 
pointed out that the U.S. bias toward Israel would hinder U.S. interests in the Middle East. 
Haig held that there should not be “readjustments" in current U.S.-Israeli relations and 
objected to selling advanced arms and ammunition to the Arabs. 3) As far as the Latin 
America question was concerned, Haig advocated halting Cuban penetration with U.S. military 
force, but the westerners opposed getting involved in armed confrontation in Latin America 
and opposed, in particular, a blockade against Nicaragua. 


The friction between Haig and his colleagues was not caused merely by personal problems, 
but was a result of controversies and confrontations between the U.S. ruling financial 
groups on the question of strategy regarding U.S.-Soviet rivalry. If such controversies 
are allowed to drag on for a long time, U.S. policies will become very shaky. There was 
speculation in U.S. political circles at the beginning of this year that there would be a 
big change in Reagan's Cabinet sooner or later. Haig's resignation has turned Reagan's 
Cabinet into a group of purely westerners. 


The immediate cause of Haig's resignation is very clear. Reagan has reversed his attitude 

end has only made a one-sided explanation of the spirit of the Western summit meeting held 

on 18 June. He has forced the Western European countries to stop transactions on the 

natural gas pipeline, arousing discontent in Western Europe. In the Middle East, Israel 

has conquered southern Lebanon and wants to attack Jordan as its next step. As Jordan has 

not obtained a supply of advanced U.S. air defense weepons, its king was driven by anger to 
consult on “cooperation” with the Soviet Union. Conflicts between the interests of the 
different financial groups have led to personnel changes in the White House. Will the eastern 
financial group respond to this by imposing pressure on the White House? What will the changes 
in U.S. foreign policy be? Will these affect the situation regarding global strategy? All 
these things merit our close attention. 
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ARTICLE ON MAO'S ‘TALKS AT YANAN FORUM’ SCORED

(Text) Taking advantage of the opportunity of calling on people to restudy Mao Zedong's 
"Talks at the Yanan Forum on Literature and Art," Huang Gang, daring vanguard of the 
leftist groups in mainland China's Literary and art circles, published an article, 
"Explanations by This Publication," in the No 2, 1982 issue of SHIDAL DE BAOGAO [REPORT 
OF THE TIMES) edited by himself. In this article he asserted that in recent years, the 
"Talks" have been "distorted and tampered with by the right," which “cannot but result 
in some people falling into the quagmire of bourgeois liberalism." WENYI BAO held that 
this allegation runs counter to the "Resolution" of the 6th Plenary Session of the llth 
CCP Central Committee and wrote an article to refute it. 


The "Explanations by This Publication" said: "In the 16 years since the ‘Great Cultural 
Revolution,’ the 'Talks' have been distorted and tempered with by both the ‘left' and 
the right. Lin Bilao, Jiang Qing and other counterrevolutionaries, by using ultraleftist 
methods, turned the people's literature and art which served the workers, peasants and 
soldiers into a literature and art of conspiracy by the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counter- 
revolutionary cliques aimed at usurping the leadership of the party and power. After 
the smashing of the gang of four, some people again discarded the "Talks" by regarding 
them as regulations and restrictions, which could not but result in their falling into 
the quagmire of bourgeois liberalism...." 


In its No 6, 1982 issue, WENYI BAO published an article by Xin Xu to refute this 
allegation. The article was entitled "Are There No Differences Over the '16 Years'"? 
The article pointed out that the appraisal made by the "Explanation by This Publication" 
on literary and art work in the past few years is entirely different from the appraisal 
of the CCP Central Committee and runs counter to the "Resolution" approved by the 6th 
Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Committee. 


The “Explanations by This Publication" said: "In the 16 years since the ‘Great Cultural 
Revolution'...." WENYI BAO pointed out in its article that if we explain this sentence 
from the angle of linguistics, the "16 years" refers to an historical period symbolized 
by the Cultural Revolution. People know, however, that the nightmare of the Cultural 
Revolution ended long ago. It is not known why the author of the ‘Explanations by This 
Publication’ seemingly fails to wake up to reality and advances such a formulation that 
is completely different from the "Resolution." 


The article pointed out that the author of the "Explanations by This Publication” has 
subjectively regarded people's attitude toward Mao Zedong's "Talks" in the "16 years" 
as “vilification or tampering" either by the "left" or by the right. This assertion 
indiscriminately lumping everything together is not an accident by the editor of 
SHIDAI DE BAOGAO. 


The WENYI BAO article said: As early as in the first issue of that periodical, an 
article which had been energetically praised by the editors explicitly said that the 
“society during the period when the gang of four was engaged in rebellion and the 
society in this period (after the downfall of the gang of four) do not have any 
essential differences," and therefore there is no demarcation line between "this period" 
and "that period." Such being the case, they naturally regarded the history of the 

"16 years" as one and the same thing, as equally bad and as either “left" or right. 


The "Resolution" of the 6th Plenary Session of the ]lth CCP Central Committee pointed 

out that since the downfall of the gang of four, “the country has entered a new period 
of historical development." The 3d Plenary Session of the llth CCP Central Committee 

held in 1978 was "a great turning point of far-reaching historical significance" since 
the founding of the PRC. 
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The article pointed out: The decade of civil disturbance and the new period of 
historical development are two different periods. However, the author of the 
"Explanations by This Publication" has lumped the two different periods together and has 
seen no demarcation lines or differences between them, The result of referring to the 
"16 years" can only be to prettify, like the article in the first issue of the 
periodical, Lin Biao and the gang of four and equate them with socialism or, like the 
author of the "Explanations by This Publication,” vilify and deny the glorious history 
of the past 6 years. 


How should we look at the situation in the literary and art circles since the downfall 
of the gang of four, particularly since the third plenary session of the CCP Central 
Committee? This is the focal point of the problem raised in the "Explanations by This 
Publication." 


The article pointed out that in the past 6 years, the principles and policies formulated 
by the third plenary session of the CCP Central Committee have greatly emancipated 
people's minds, smashed the bonds of the leftist mistakes of many years' standing, 
liberated the productive forces of literature and art and promoted the development of 
literary and artistic undertakings. Many people hold that the past 6 years have seen a 
prosperous situation, the like of which has rarely been seen since the tounding of the 
PRC. No one can deny this achievement. However, as viewed by "Explanations by This 
Publication,” it is as if the third plenary session and the far-reaching influence it 
has had on our social life (including literary and art work) had never occurred and that 
thousands of excellent works and a large number of new people skilled in literature and 
art had not emerged. There is only the terrible "vilification and tampering by the 
right." 


The article said: "We have made no attempt to deny the problems that have existed on 
the literary and art front in the past 6 years. On the one hand, some people are 
defending the leadership of the party and defending the leftist errors that are being 
criticized and discarded. On the other hand, from society to literary and art circles, 
there are also different degrees of erroneous trends of thought that negate the leadership 
of the CCP and negate Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. Feudal and bourgeois ideas, 
philistine and decadent elements and the tendencies of turning literary and art works 
into commodities have also occurred. These two kinds of phenomena merit our full 
attention. However, we should not look upon everything as bright all over; still less 
should we paint everything in dark colors and even mix up questions of different 
natures that occurred under completely different historical conditions. The theory that 
“there are no differences over the 16 years" preached by the "Explanations by This 
Publication" is nothing but an attempt to substitute the principal aspect with a 
secondary aspect of the past 6 years and, by exaggerating some of the shortcomings and 
errors in literary and art work, to negate the vitality and achievements which the 

third plenary seesion of the CCP Central Committee has brought to the literary and art 
front. 


The WENYI BAO article pointed out in conclusion: The social life of our country is 
experiencing increasingly profound changes. If someone fails to see the advance of the 
wheel of history and endlessly complains that the changes in social life do not conform 
to his intentions, and so censures everything in every possible way and negates and 
writes off everything at will, it will be very hard for him to escape being ridiculed 
by history. 


HSIN WAN PAO VIEWS ROLE OF LITERATURE, ART

[Text] The Second Session of the Fourth National Committee of the All-China Federation 


of Literature and Art Circles will open tomorrow in Beijing and more than 400 literary 
and art workers from various parts of the country will attend the session. 
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The session is expected to last | week. It w'!l study the problem of readjusting 
literary and art organizations and discuss a theoretical document called the "Ten New 
Regulations on Literature and Art." This document is drafted by a group headed by Zhou 
Yang. 


The fourth national congress of writers and artists and the First Session of the Fourth 
National Committee of the All-China Federation of Literature and Art Circles were held in 
November 1979. They defined the orientation of the emancipation of minds in literature 
and art. Over the past 2 and 1/2 years, literature and art in China have undergone a new 
development and a number of works have been produced. This has evoked new criticism and 
controversy. The Second Session of the All-China Federation of Literature and Art Circles 
will sum up the new experiences and opinions. 


Zhou Yang, chairman of the All-China Federation of Literature and Art Circles, visited 
Guangzhou and Shenzhen last February. It was reported that after he returned to Beijing, 
he began the preparations for convening the session. It is obvious that thorough 
discussions have been made in order to prepare for the session. 


Last month, the All-China Federation of Literature and Art Circles and the Chinese 

Academy of Social Sciences jcintly sponsored a discussion on Mao Zedong's thinking on 
literature and art. After that, Chairman Mao Zedong's 15 letters to the people of 
literary and art circles and Chen Yun's talks to the literary and art workers in the 

Yanan period were published. All these were the ideological preparations for the session. 


A conclusion has been drawn from last month's discussion: We should uphold and develop 
Mao Zedong's thinking on literatureand art. It is believed that such an idea will be 
included in the "Ten New Regulations on Literature and Art" and will be presented to the 
session for discussion. The idea of upholding and developing Mao Zedong's thinking on 
literature and art is in accord with the spirit of the last session of the All-China 
Federation of Literature and Art Circles. In his closing speech delivered at the fourth 
national congress of writers and artists, Xia Yan, vice chairman of the All-China 
Federation of Literature and Art Circles, emphasized: We should not “assume the same 

old approach and overlook the changed situation." On the contrary, we should pay attention 
to the rapidly changing situation to test the previous theories on literature and art. 


One of the new experiences summed up over the past 2 years is that we should exercise 
restraint over literary and art criticism and gradually overcome the previous over- 
simplified and crude methods. The freedom of criticism and counter-criticism has been 
further acknowledged. What is more important, an increasing number of people have 
realized that we should not equate the problem of literature and art with that of politics 
and that we should not subordinate all literature and art to politics or to a certain 
political line. 


There is no doubt that literature and art are very important in the people's spiritual 
life. However, due to the pernicious influence of the "Great Cultural Revolution," we 
overestimated the political significance of literature and art in China. Actually, it 
is unrealistic to exaggerate the political role of literature and art. This will also 
hamper literary and artistic creativity. Since the third plenary session of the CCP 
Central Committee, we have adopted the slogan that literature and art should serve the 
people and abrogated the previous slogan that literature and art should serve politics. 
More and more literary and art cadres and workers have realized the differences between 
these two slogans. 


DALAI LAMA TO PROMOTE BUDDHISM ON MAJOR TOURS

[Excerpts] The Dalai Lama, the exiled Tibetan yod-king, is soon to undertake two long 
tours of European and Asian countries ranging half way round the globe. 
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The first tour, scheduled for next month, is an historic tour of Australia and three 
Southeast Asian countries. 


This was disclosed recently by the cast Asia representative of the Tibetan government- 
in-exile, Mr Pema Gyalpo, who passed through Hong Kong while making arrangements for the 
forthcoming tour. Reliable sources have also said that the Dalai Lama will be undertaking 
a second tour in September-October to Mongolia and several European countries == passing 
through the Soviet Union and visiting Germany, France, Italy and Spain, 


Further details of the European tour have yet to be learned. The Southeast Asian tour, 
however, is known to include Malaysia, Singapore, and Indonesia, followed by five major 
Australian cities -- Melbourne, Sydney, Canberra, Brisbane and Perth, 


My Gyalpo disclosed that the Dalai Lama will travel from his Indian refuge of 
Dharamsala, arriving in Malaysia on July 28, and the following day he will travel to 
Singapore, where he will stay until August 1. He will then travel to Indonesia, at 
first spending approximately two days in Jakarta, from where he will go to Jogjakarta 

to visit the renowned Borobodur Buddhist temples, sacred site of the largest Buddhist 
stupa in the world. From Indonesia the Dalai Lama will travel on August 8 to Australia, 
where he will remain until August 28. 


The main purpose of the Dalai's visit, Mr Gyalpo said, is to encourage and bless the 
Buddhists, and to attempt to exchange views with the leaders of other religious faiths. 


Observers noted that the forthcoming tours come hard on the heels of a visit to Beijing 
by a delegation from the Dalai Lama's government~-in-exile, which has reportedly been 
negotiating with the Chinese authorities on the question of Tibet's future and on the 
possibility of the Dalai Lama visiting Beijing or even Tibet. The talks were shrouded 

in secrecy and it is not known what agreement, if any, was achieved between the two sides. 


In Australia, Mr Gyalpo observed, Buddhism is quite new, "so the Dalai Lama wants to get 
into direct contact with Australian people, and through these dialogues and contacts, he 
wants to tell the people what Buddhism is all about." The governments of the countries 
to be visited during next months' tour have all been told the basic purpose is 
non-political, but religious and cultural. Informal confirmation has been made by those 
countries that the Dalai Lama may visit them, and formal confirmation is expected very 
soon. 


It is understood that the Dalai Lama will also make courtesy calls on certain officials 
in the countries to be visited, but Mr Gyalpo declined to reveal what contacts will be 
arranged in Southeast Asia. In Australia, however, he revealed that there will be an 
official reception in Melbourne given by the speaker of the House and attended by the 
premier of Victoria, Lindsay Thompson. Another official reception will be held by the 
New South Wales government in Sydney, and meetings will take place between the Dalai 
Lama and senators and foreign affairs department representatives in Canberra. The 
Dalai Lama will also make several public addresses during visits to some of Australia's 
leading universities.
